Wholesale prices, led by large 
increases for processed foods, 
rose seven-tenths of I per cent

for

monthly rise in a year, the gov­ 
ernment reported today. 
The Labor Department report 
said prices of processed foods 
and feeds climbed 2 per cent for 
the month, farm products were 
up four-tenths of I per cent and 
a broad range of industrial raw 
materials increased three-tenths 
of I per cent. 
The 
preliminary 
wholesale 
price report by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics indicated the 
strong prospect of a continued 
rise in the nation’s worst infla­ 


tionary

years. 
Wholesale food prices tend to 
move rapidly into higher retail 
grocery prices. 
The over-all rise in the whole­ 
sale price index was the largest 
since January 1969, when the in­ 
dex went up eight-tenths of I 
per cent. 
The latest increase pushed the 
index up to 115.9. The figure 
means that it cost wholesalers 
$115.90 on the average for goods 
worth $100 in the 1957-59 period 
on which the index is based.

Farm Decline Continues 
Advice Won't Be Taken 


It is something of a shock to learn 
from the Ag riculture Department at 
Washing ton that the number of farms 
in the United States has dropped to 
the lowest point in about 100 y ea rs. 
Not since the 18 7 0s have there been 
IV a or fa rm s than there are today . 
The deca de of the 19 6 0s saw a drop 
of 28 per cent in the number of farms, 
to a total of about 2,8 9 5,000 today . 
During the sa m e period farm a crea g e 
decrea sed about 5 per cent to a 19 70 
estim a te of 1.123 billion acres. 
There is still no indication that the 


trend to larg er and fewer farms has 
ended. Nor will it end so long as 
pressures for other uses of land remain 
heavy .

inflation 12 months after he took 
office nearly equaled that of Ar­ 
gentina. 
This nation long has scorned 
the economics of Latin Ameri­ 
ca. mainly b ecause its nations, 
and underdev eloped lands else­ 
where. sometimes succumb ed to 
the 
temptation 
of 
seeking 
growth through inflation. 
Then experiences hav e b een a 
lesson to many of these nations. 
Business inv estment stagnated, 
foreign deb ts b ecause oppres­ 
siv e, speculation ran 
ram pant. 
Ev en gov ernments were ov er­ 
thrown b efore inflation was de­ 
throned. 
In the decade of the 19 60s Ar­ 
gentina's inflation av eraged 23 
l>er cent a year, hut b y I9 60 it 
had reduced the rate to 7.2 per 
cent. By coincidence, that is the 
sam e rate at which consumer 
inflation reduced American b uy­ 
ing power last month. 
The comparison led one large 
international b ank to comment 
in a pub lication for its corporate 
customers and correspondents 
b anks: 
“ While 
opinions 
in 
Latin 


America and Europe are Lull­ 
ing away from inflation as a 
way of economic life, the atti­ 
tudes of many people in the 
United States—outside of key 
administration 
olficals— are 
going the opposite wav .” 
If this is so. the challenge to 
the nation is clear, and judging 
b y its determination to uproot 
the 
inflationary 
psychology 
through controls on spending, 
the gov ernment feels it is doing 
its share. 
A restless feeling seems to b e 
growing among critics, howev ­ 
er. a hope that something other 
than a frontal assault might he 
considered b y the adm inistra­ 
tion in v iew of the fact that aft­ 
er 12 months of effort inflation 
is hot as ev er. 
Are there methods of dealing 
with inflation, they ask. other 
than to b alance the b udget and 
make money difficult to ob tain? 
Is there an alternativ e to push­ 
ing the country headlong ov er 
the precipice of recession? 
It is possib le that gov ernment 
policy actually is fueling infla­ 
tion? 
Is the soaring cost of 
shelter, 
for example, directly 
related to m easures that hav e 
slowed the pace of housing con­ 
struction? 
Isn't there something to !>e 
learned b y studying the market 
performance of key 
industries 
ov er the past decade or so and 
attempting to deal with these 
separately? 
The soaring cost of medical 
care—up ab out 25 per cent in 


fiv e years—is one of the more 
ob v ious instances of an area of 
the economy that is unlikely to 
respond to conv entional anti-inf­ 
lation measures. 
The 
answer is 
undoub tedly 
complex, b ut the possib ility that 
inflation will continue in medi­ 
cal serv ices seems to b e sug­ 
gested b y the inadequate num ­ 
b er of doctors b eing graduated 
from the medical schools. 
Isn’t there something to b e 
learned also oy the fact that 
chemical prices rose sharply in 
the fiv e years following World 
War II hut hav e remained sta­ 
b le since then, ev en during in­ 
flation? 
Why should there he upward 
pressure on prices in some m et­ 
al-« industries, ev en in declining 
m arkets which, it is reasonab le 
to assume, should 
encourage 
lower prices in an attem pt 
to 
win new customers and sav e old 
b usiness? 
What are the causes of price 
increases during Decemb er in 
gasoline, 
cigarettes, 
newspa­ 
pers, 
magazine 
and 
alcoholic 
drinks 
consumed 
away 
from 
home? Why should egg prices 
hav e taken off so suddenly? 
If farm products are among 
those rising most swiftly in re­ 
cent years, why is it that the 
farm er claims he isn't getting a 
proportionate share?

NEW YORK (AP) — It may 
be. as President Nixon suggest­ 
ed in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage, 
that 
present 
inflation 
stems from past imbalances in 
federal budgets, but wasn't that 
a long, long time ago? 
Regardless of who is to blame 
for the present economic imbal­ 
ance, the President has the 
unenviable distinction of presid­ 
ing over a nation whose rate of 
inflation 12 months after he took 
office nearly equaled that of Ar­ 
gentina. 
This nation long has scorned 
the economics of Latin Ameri­ 
ca. mainly because its nations, 
and underdeveloped lands else­ 
where. sometimes succumbed to 
tile 
temptation 
of 
seeking 
growth through inflation. 
Theit experiences have been a 
lesson lo many of these nations. 
Business investment stagnated, 
foreign debts because oppres­ 
sive, speculation ran rampant. 
Even governments were over­ 
thrown before inflation was de­ 
throned. 
In the decade of the 1960s Ar­ 
gentina’s inflation averaged 23 
per cent a year, but by t969 it 
had reduced the rate to 7.2 per 
cent. By coincidence, that la the 
same rate at which consumer 
inflation reduced American buy­ 
ing power last month. 
The comparison led one large 
international bank to comment 
in a publication for its corporate 
customers and correspondents 
banks: 
"While 
opinions 
in 
Latin 


America and Europe are turn­ 
ing away from inflation as a 
way of economic life, the atti­ 
tudes of many people in the 
United States—outside of key’ 
administration 
officals— are 
going the opposite way.” 
If this is so. the challenge to 
the nation is clear, and judging 
by its determination to uproot 
the 
inflationary 
psychology 
through controls on spending, 
the government feels it is doing 
its share. 
A restless feeling seems to be 
growing among critics, howcv- 
'er, a hope that something other 
than a frontal assault might be 
considered by the administra­ 
tion in view of the fact that aft­ 
er 12 months of effort inflation 
is hot as ever. 
Are there methods of dealing 
with inflation, they ask. other 
than to balance the budget and 
make money difficult to obtain? 
Is there an alternative to push­ 
ing the country headlong over 
the precipice of recession? 
It is possible that government 
policy actually is fueling infla­ 
tion? Is the soaring cost of 
shelter, for example, directly 
related to measures that have 
slowed the pace of housing con­ 
struction? 
Isn't there something to lie 
learned by studying the market 
performance of key industries 
over the past decade or so and 
attempting to deal with those 
separately? 
The soaring cost of medical 
care—up about 25 per cent in 


five years—is one of the more 
obvious instances of an area of 
the economy that is unlikely to 
respond to conventional anti-inf­ 
lation measures. 
The answer is undoubtedly 
complex, but the possibility that 
inflation will continue in medi­ 
cal services seems to be sug­ 
gested by the inadequate num­ 
ber of doctors being graduated 
from the medical schools. 
Isn’t there something to be 
learned also by the fact that 
chemical prices rose sharply in 
the five years following World 
War II but have remained sta­ 
ble since then, even during in­ 
flation? 
Why should there be upward 
pressure on prices in some met­ 
als industries, even in declining 
markets which, it is reasonable 
to assume, should 
encourage 
lower prices in an attempt to 
win new customers and save old 
business? 
What are the causes of price 
increases during December in 
gasoline, 
cigarettes, 
newspa­ 
pers, magazine and alcoholic 
drinks consumed away from 
home? Why should egg prices 
have taken off so suddenly? 
If farm products are among 
those rising most swiftly in re­ 
cent years, why is it that the 
farmer claims he isn't getting a 
proportionate share? 
And if the lumber industry 
has modernized, why should the 
prices of lumber and wood prod­ 
ucts have risen more than 25 
per cent in five years?

Congressman Lets Youths Write Draft Law Changes

West Virginia congressman who 
is too old to worry about the 
draft is letting young men in his 
state write their own amend­ 
ments to the Selective Service 
law. 
Rep. John Slack says he will 
introduce any bill the young 
people come up with and see 
they have a chance to testify at 
draft hearings before the House 
Armed Services Committee this 
spring. 
The 54-year-old Democrat and 
World War ll veteran says his 
plan is designed for youths who 


want to become involved 
but 
don't know how. 
To carry out his idea, Slack 
has asked presidents of four col­ 
leges in his district to “place 
this matter before an appropri­ 
ate campus group and request 
that a bill be written to meet 
their convictions and require­ 
ments.” 
He said any suitable campus 
group desiring to take the initia­ 
tive could do the job so long as 
it is generally representative of 
college-age interests. 
” 1 would hope. however, that 
they would sound out the views 
of draft-age persons in the com­ 
munity who do not attend col­ 


lege,” Slack said. 
Once a bill is drafted, it will 
be 
introduced 
under 
Slack’s 
name, a supporting statement 
inserted in the Congressional 
Record and a request for a 
hearing 
placed 
before 
the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee. 
Slack said he wound arrange for 
appearance of the youthful wit­ 
nesses. 
The idea had its genesis in the 
tumultuous 1968 Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention in Chicago, 
where young people were frus­ 
trated at their inability lo work 
a change in the establishment, 
he said. 
“Young people would say ‘we 


want to get involved,’ but they 
could only talk in generalities,” 
Slack said. “What we’ve done is 
pinpointed something for them 
—something they can get their 
teeth into.”

Japanese Wins 


Acquittal In Old 


Arson Retrial 


OSAKE, Japan (AP) - A 70- 
year-old Japanese, accused of 
arson in Japanese-ruled Korea 
in 1941, was acquitted today aft­ 
er a retrial. Kenji Kanamori of 
Osaka was almost in tears as he 
heard Judge Isao Tanaka’s ver­ 
dict. 
The Osaka Higher Court judge 
said that after a review he could 
find no “ postive evidence” that 
Kanamori set fire to a steel mill 
in Pusan. Korea, on Oct. 2, 1941. 
Kanamori was arrested the 
day after the fire and sentenced 
to 15 years in prison. After serv­ 
ing six years in Korea and in 
Japan, he was paroled in No­ 
vember 1947. But since then he 
has campaigned to prove his in­ 
nocence, 
contending that the 
Japanese military police forced 
him to say he set the fire. 
Legal authorities said they be­ 
lieved Kanamori will be entitled 
to at least 3 million yen—$8,333 
—as compensation for the time 
he served.

Men Rescued 


From Crash; 


Pilot Killed 


JACKSON, Calif. ( AP) — Two 
men who spent two weeks in the 
wreckage of a light plane with 
the body of the pilot are safe to­ 
day because of an erroneous 
smoke report and the determi­ 
nation of friends. 
Neither Eugene Ebell, 33, nor 
Robert Staar, 17, suffered major 
injury from the Jan. 11 crash or 
their 15 days without food. Pilot 
Donald Shaver was crushed in 
the crash in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. 
Ebell had chartered the plane 
in Fresno, the hometown of all 
three men, to fly to Elko, Nev., 
to pick up the body of an uncle 
who was to be buried in Fresno. 
Staar, a friend of the pilot, went 
along for the ride. 
Ebell said the pilot tried to 
turn back over the Sierra Ne­ 
vada because the plane’s wings i 
were icing but, in turning, they 
lost 
too 
much 
altitude 
and 
crashed. 
Ebell and Staar were rescued 
by helicopter Monday from a 
rugged canyon 35 miles east of 
Jackson after Staar w'as spotted 
from the air. 
They said they had heard and 
seen search planes regularly, 
but none came far enough up 
the mountains to see them. The 
crash site was near the 7.00C- j 
foot level of the Sierra about 180 
miles east of San Francisco. 
Staar set out Sunday to get 
help. 
At the same time, searchers 
shifted their aerial hunt to the 
east because of an apparently 
erroneous report of smoke. On 
their way to the area Monday, 
Doyle Hawkins and helicopter 
pilot George Wurzburg spotted 
Staar beside a log where he had 
slept overnight 
after walking 
3Va miles. 
Up to 20 planes a day had 
searched 
the 
Sierra 
for 
the 
wreckage the first w'eek, then j 
gave up Friends and relatives 
of the missing men collected 
$1,400 and hired the helicopter 
last Friday to continue the aeri­ 
al hunt.

JACKSON, Calif. (AP) — Two I 
men who spent two weeks in the | 
wreckage of a light plane with 
the body of the pilot are safe to­ 
day because of an erroneous 
smoke report and the determi­ 
nation of friends. 
Neither Eugene Ebell, 33, nor 
Robert Staar, 17, suffered major 
injury from the Jan. ll crash or 
their 15 days without food. Pilot 
Donald Shaver was crushed bi 
the crash in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. 
Ebell had chartered the plane 
rn Fresno, the hometown of all 
three men, to fly to Elko, Nev., 
to pick up the body of an uncle 
who was to be buried in Fresno. 
Staar, a friend of the pilot, went 
along for the ride. 
Ebell said the pilot tried to I 
turn back over the Sierra Ne- j

crash site was near the 7.000- 
foot level of the Sierra about 180 j 
miles east of San Francisco. 
Staar set out Sunday to get 
help. 
At the same time, searchers 
shifted their aerial hunt to the 
east because of an apparently 
erroneous report of smoke. On 
their way to the area Monday. 
Doyle Hawkins and helicopter 
pilot George Wurzburg spotted 
Staar beside a log where he had 
slept overnight after walking 
3V2 miles.

Nation's Young Physicists 
Have Trouble Getting Jobs

CHICAGO (AP) — Some of 
the nation’s elite young scien­ 
tists are having a hard time 
finding jobs. 
The cutback in federal and 
state 
government 
research 
funds was the prime reason for 
the situation given by scientists 
interviewed Tuesday at the an­ 
nual meeting of the American 
Physical Society. 
A job placement service for 
physicists is maintained each 
year in connection with this 
meeting. 
This year, only about IOO po­ 
tential 
employers—mainly 
in­ 
dustrial 
and 
academic—have 
registered their desire to inter­ 
view 
job 
applicants. 
Nearly 
1,500 applicants, all with Ph.D. 
degrees, are seeking jobs. 
Last year, 
1.285 applicants 
were formally interviewed by 
167 employers. In 1967, 272 em ­ 
ployers could choose from 895 
applicants. 
A Ph.D. physicist can expect 
$9,000 a year or more in his first 
job. 
Dr. 
Robert Beck Clark, a 
postdoctoral fellow at the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Texas, 
said 
the 
present abundance of physicists 
is an outgrowth of the nation’s 
effort to produce more scientists 
after the Soviet Union launched 
Sputnik in 1957. 
Young people in high school 
were told “ to go into science 
and you’ll be in a good fix,” and 
many did, he said. 
But government cutbacks re­ 
duced research positions at in­ 
stitutions, he said, and indus­ 
tries no longer want “narrowly 
trained physicist” to do engi­ 
neering work. 
Clark said there “ is still a 
crying need for good physics 
teachers” in high schools and 
junior colleges.

Clark, professor of physics at 
the University of Michigan and 
past president of the American 
Assed ation of Physics Teach­ 
ers, said that as a group the 
Ph.D probably would not be 
good teachers at this level—they 
are trained primarily in re­ 
search.

Ohio Drug 
Usage Said 
Alarming' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
possible million Ohioans who are 
steady or occasional users of 
drugs presents a problem of 
“alarming” 
proportion, 
the 
slate’s mental hygiene chief said 
Tuesday. 
The comment was made by 
Martin A. Janis, director of the 
Department of Mental Hygiene 
and Correction, in a letter to 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
The letter commented on leg 
islative proposals being made by 
the attorney general to meet the 
drug problem. The estimate of 
the number of Ohioans who may 
be using drugs was made by 
doctors in the mental hygiene 
division, based on nationwide fig 
ures presented by federal au 
thorities. 
“There seems little doubt the 
drug abuse problem has reached 
alarming 
proportions/’ 
Janis 
said, agreeing with an attorney 
general’s 
report 
on proposed 
legislation. 
Janis 
noted, 
however, 
that 
there are implied questions in 
the proposals relating to financ­ 
ing that are still to be answered. 
The 
proposed 
new 
laws, 
among other things, would pro­ 
vide probationary treatment for 
first offenders of the drug laws, 
state treatment centers in a sys- 
tem of local clinics and other 
measures.
